Annual  Report  for  1965 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st 
December, 1 965® 

The  estimated  population  at  mid-year  1965  was  33,4^0  311  increase  of 

I, 150  over  the  estimated  mid  year  population  in  1964©  There  were  635 

live  births,  two  fewer  than  in  1964.  Although  there  were  nine  still-births 
compared  with  only  three  in  1964  the  still-birth  rate  of  13.98  pen  1,000 
live  and  still-births  was  lower  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

There  were  333  deaths  from  all  causes  and  the  corrected  death  rate  was 

II. 7  per  thousand  population  compared  with  11.5  per  thousand  population  for 
England  and  WalesQ  There  were  fourteen  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year 
old  and  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  22.05  per  thousand  live  births. 
This  was  slightly  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  mainly  because 
of  an  excess  of  deaths  in  the  first  week  of  life  due  to  severe  congenital 
defects.  In  spite  of  the  excess  the  peri-natal  mortality  rate  for  the 
Urban  District  (still-births  and  deaths  under  one  week  combined  per  1,000 
total  live  and  still-births)  was  less  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 
It  should  also  be  noted  that  whilst  the  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the 
Urban  District  in  1965  was  higher  than  many  of  the  preceding  four  years 

it  was  exceptionally  low  in  1964  - as  the  number  of  infant  deaths  in  both 
years  was  comparatively  small,  chance  distribution  may  well  have  been  an 
important  factor  in  producing  the  marked  swing  in  successive  years.  There 
were  twelve  deaths  from  lung  cancer  compared  with  eleven  in  1 964  and  nine 
in  1963.  Four  of  the  twelve  deaths  from  this  cause  in  1965  were  in  females 
this  is  a much  higher  proportion  than  many  preceding  years.  The  present 
higher  death  rate  from  lung  cancer  in  men  occurs  because  until  1940  they 
were  much  heavier  cigarette  smokers.  Since  the  second  World  War 
cigarette  smoking  in  women  has  increased  very  considerably  - the  full 
effect  of  this  increase  is  not  yet  to  be  expected  because  cigarette 
smoking  only  causes  lung  cancer  after  many  years. 
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Unfortunately,  however,  we  must  from  now  on  expect  to  see  the  death  rate 
from  lung  cancer  in  females  rise  steadily  unless  there  is  a reduction  in 
their  cigarette  smoking. 

The  outbreak  of  measles  which  began  towards  the  end  of  1964  continued 
during  the  early  months  of  1965.  Apart  from  these  cases  the  incidence  of 
infectious  illness  was  very  low.  There  were  in  September  a small  number  of 
cases  of  acute  poliomyelitis  in  a nearby  area  and  this  resulted  in  a rush  for 
vaccination  against  poliomyelitis.  Although  the  situation  did  not  warrant 
mass  vaccination  the  public  demand  was  so  insistent  that  it  became  necessary 
to  make  special  arrangements.  9,575  doses  of  oral  vaccine  were  given  in  1965 
compared  with  1,581  in  1964.  Fortunately,  no  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred 
in  this  district.  There  were  four  new  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  one 
new  case  of  n on-pulmonary  tuberculosis  notified  in  1965.  In  1964  there  were 
four  pulmonary  and  two  non-pulm  on  ary  cases  notified.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
either  form  of  the  disease,  nor  from  any  of  the  common  infectious  illnesses. 

There  is  in  the  Urban  District  one  Smoke  Control  Area  containing  979 
properties  and  this  has  been  in  existence  since  July, 1963.  In  December, 1 963 
Ministry  Circular  69/63  indicated  that  supplies  of  gas  coke  would  not  be 
available  for  future  smoke  control  areas.  As  a result  the  cost  of  converting 
grates  will  in  future  be  considerably  increased  and  so  it  became  necessary 
for  the  Council  to  re-examine  its  plans  for  the  extension  of  smoke  control. 

A modified  programme  has  been  adopted  in  which  the  remainder  of  the  Urban 
District  has  been  divided  into  eleven  smaller  areas,  to  replace  the  five 
areas  originally  planned.  A Smoke  Control  Order  will  he  made  for  each  of  the 
eleven  areas  in  turn  thus  spreading  the  total  cost  over  a longer  period.  An 
Order  will  shortly  be  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Govern- 
ment for  the  proposed  Hazel  Grove  (No.2)  Smoke  Control  Area.  This  area  covers 
249  acres  and  contains  1,278  properties. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  continued  interest  in  all  matters 
affecting  the  health  of  the  community.  I am  greatly  indebted  to  the  staff 
of  the  Health  Department  for  their  hard  work  throughout  the  year  and  to 
colleagues  in  other  departments  for  their  willing  co-operation  at  all  times.

The  whole  of  the  Urban.  District  is  served  directly  from  the  public  water 
mains  of  the  Stockport  and  District  Water  Board. 

The  water,  which  is  chemically  treated  to  prevent  plumbo-solvent  action,  is 
stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  treated  by  mechanical  filtration  plant  and 
subsequently  chlorinated.  It  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality  and  quantity. 

Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  weekly 
of  the  treated  water  gping  into  supply,  the  results  being  satisfactory. 

Chemical  analyses  are  made  monthly  of  the  raw  water  and  treated  water  going 
into  supply,  again  with  satisfactory  results. 

Bacteriological  examination  and  chemical  analysis  of  a typical  sample

(iii)  Swimming  Baths 

The  District  has  one  privately  owned  Swimming  Bath,  situated 
in  Bramhall,  comprising  an  Outdoor  Pool  and  an  Indoor  Pool,  both  of 
which  are  open  to  the  public  and  are  used  by  Schools  during  the  season. 
During  the  year  further  works  of  improvement  were  carried  out  to  the 
dressing  cubicles  and  surrounds© 


The  water  used  is  from  the  public  supply  and  purification  is  by 
continuous  filtration  and  chlorination.  The  efficiency  of  this 
treatment  was  checked  by  tests  carried  out  at  frequent  intervals. 
Bacteriological  samples  were  also  taken  at  regular  intervals  and 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination  - all  samples 
were  found  to  be  satisfactory© 
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(iv)  Moveable  Dwellings 


There  are  no  licensed  caravan  sites  in  the  Urban  District,  and 
no  action  has  been  necessary  under  this  heading  during  the  year. 

(v)  Pet  Animals  Act a 1951 

The  occupiers  of  three  premises  in  the  Urban  District  are  licensed 
to  use  such  premises  as  Pet  Shops.  The  premises  were  visited  during  the 
year; conditions  at  two  were  satisfactory,  but  at  the  third  action  was 
found  to  be  necessary  to  bring  the  premises  up  to  standard. 

(vi)  Rodent  Control 

During  the  year  the  Council’s  Rodent  Operative  made  1,951  visits 
and  inspections.  In  addition,  147  visits  and  inspections  were  made  by 
the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  All  types  of  properties  have  been 
inspected  and  treatments  carried  out  where  infestations  were  discovered. 

The  Council<1s  Refuse  Tip,  Sewage  Works  and  Depots  were  regularly 
treated,  and  the  treatment  of  sewers  in  the  Urban  District  was  again 
carried  out,  all  with  g0od  results.

The  Hazel  Grove  (No0l)  Smoke  Control  Area  has  been  in  operation  since 
July, 1963*  Warnings  were  issued  to  residents  who  created  smoke  by  burning 
unauthorised  fuel.  During  the  year  the  Council  resolved  that  the  remainder 
of  the  Urban  District  should  be  divided  into  eleven  areas  for  each  of  which 
in  turn  a Smoke  Control  Order  would  be  made.  Authority  has  now  been  given 
for  the  sub  .ission  of  a Smoke  Control  Order  for  the  first  of  these  additional 
areas  to  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  for  confirmation. 

This  Order  affects  an  area  which  covers  249  acres  and  contains  1,278  properties.

Brucellosis 

During  1965  as  a result  of  regular  routine  sampling  of  milk  produced 
or  retailed  in  the  Urban  Districts,  dealer  samples  from  three  producers 
were  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella.  Investigations  were  immediately 
carried  out  and  in  all  cases  notices  were  served  prohibiting  the  sale  of 
untreated  milk  from  the  infected  animals,  which  were  subsequently 
slaughtered.  In  the  meantime  arrangements  were  made  for  milk  from  these 
farms  to  be  pasteurised  before  retail  sale0 

4o  Manufacture  and  Sale  of  Ice-Cream 

Premises  registered  for  the  manufacture  and/or  storage  and  sale  of 
ice-cream  have  received  close  attention  during  the  year. 

The  vehicles  and  equipment  of  itinerant  ice-cream  vendors  were  given 
special  attention. 

Thirty-eight  samples  of  ice-cream  were  obtained  during  the  year  and 
submitted  to  the  laboratory  for  examination,  all  with  satisfactory 
results,  thirty-two  being  placed  in  Provisional  Grade  I,  six  in  Provisional 
Grade  2.
